A FAMILY TRAGEDY-

For many years two famifies occupying & re-
spectable position have resided in Evan's Centre,
ome named Dole, the orher Wright., Mr, Dole's
family conststs of himself, an old mun; his wite,
Awo wons, Joseph und Franew, and & young
lady nswed Ellzabeth Carpenter, lormerly of
Albton., Mrs, Wriegnt 1s a widow, having two
ehildren, BEunice and Charles ., the lsiter o

oung wan ol clehteen, employed on the Lake
Shore Hailroad, and uvuiversally konown ws a
{omm man of laborious aud stoudy habits, ang
he only support of hlis widowed mother, Two
years since, Joseph Dole marvied Eunics
Wrght, avd from this union hus come the
terrible affulr of last mieht. For a long time
the pair bave been the theme of unfulling
gossip in this wvieinity.  They seldom lived
together, Dole at times yvisiting his wife at her
mother's house, and she, now and then, staying
at bis father's houre forn few duys, A iittle
over a year ngo n child was born, and since
then the conduct of Jo-eph har been considered
by the neighbore to be very stoeulur, He utterly
refused to support his wife and child, and

pular indignation has been widely aroused at

\6 course, At Inst it wus snnounoced that the
Doles bad bought « farm near Wareaw, and
were about to remove taither M=inwhile
Joscrh's wife, secing no hope of support from
her husband, aud desiring 1o bring the matter
before s legal tribunal, threw herscll upon toe
Buperintendent of the Poor, who brought an
action to compel Dole to support her properly,
The trinl cume off betore Justice Josinh
Bouthwick, when Joweph was ordered to give
bonds to pay $100 lor the eare of the child
for n year. Asu bar 1o the demind of his wife
Dole exhitnted a bill of divorce which he had
uet obwained from s court in Elkhart county,
ndiana. Tbe snpouncement filled the friends
of hus wile with astonishment. They had had no
mnotice of such proceedings, and were indignint
al the course of Dole, and it ik evident thut the
people of the villuge very gencrally symputhize
with them. The moment the trial was over Jo-
seph Dole and hig inther's fumily started to leave
the court room, the former being materlally ns-
sieted down stairs, it i said, by Charles Wright;
but the parties did ot come near enough for
any serions rencontre, and the Doles speedily
mide thelr way home® A sort ol imprompta in-
dignation meeting seems to have been held, for
somewhat laterin tne night o crowd of tnirty
or ferty men and boys collected o front of
Dole’s house, with the avowed determinution
of “putting him throueh,” 10 revenege lor bis
treatment of his wile. Thev did not gain acoess
to the bouse, and separated; but the mischief
did not end there, Towards three o'clock in
the morniog a party of young men, numbering
perhaps a dozen, with blackened faces and
otherwise disgulsed, aroused the family, who
with difficalty had ut last found sleep. It s
alleged that they threatened to rear down the
house I Joseph was not eiven up to them.
Howover this may be, theirr avowed Intention
Was to take him out and give him a coat of tar
and feathers, or otherwize pumsh him, Aboeut
halt-pust § balf-n-dozen of them suceesded in
making an enfrance by breaking in the door of
au outer rovm, and made (her way to the
apartment where the offendineg husband was
supposed to be sleeping, Two of the party
entered an  adjoining  bedreom, which an
thir ovcasion was ocoupied by  Mr, Irish,
& lawyer employed on the trial of the pre-
vious evening, and who huad determined to
spend the night at his clicnt's house. A strug-
gle ensued, in which Mr, Irish's head was thrust
peainst a4 window with such violence as to
break the sash, In the meantime, old DBMr,
Dole had become enzaged with three or four
more of the assallavts, who in the dark were
unable to find Joseph, he being hid In a closet
of the adjoining room. At this jupcture,
Frank Dole, o hoy of seventeen, hearipe the
ecries, seized a doublie-barielied shot-gun and
rushed to the door of the room u which his
father was engaged. The weapon, he says,
wad instantly wraested from kis hand, he can-
pot tell by whom., He made his way through
the combatnnts and u {; atairs, A moment luter
hie heard a report, and looking out of the win-
dow, he saw the party run from the house and
collect at the gate.  In aboot ten minutes, ac-
cording to the story of Frank, Mr. lsanc West,
the hotel-keeper, entered and asked who was
ghot. His fuce was blackened at the time, A
light was procured, and on entering the middle
room, Oharles Wright was found Iying on the
floor in a dying condition., A physician was
summoned, but the young mau wias dead with-
out having given uttersnce to any coherent
expression. He lay there till 6 o'clock ths
morning, when he was tuken home, the ap-
pearance of his dead body belvg the first an-
novncement to his heart-broken mother and
gister of the tragedy, His lnee und hands were
blackened, his coal was turned wrong slde out
and covered with blood., [I: was found that the
entire charege, & very heavy load of large shot,
bad cntercd the back near thefeight shoulder-
blade, penetrating o far us to blow away the
lower part of the lung. The DLoles insist that,
bowever much they mi_Lf_l'n have been justified
in proceedine to extremities, none of the family
fired the Lital shot, and cluim that some ol the
agenlline purty, either by accldent or wistake,
caused the death of thelr companlon, [Thet
some of the voune men lhad been drinking
during the night there can be no doubt—how
much and with what result will probably be
made known by the Corouver’s nvestigation,

It 18 reported through town that the com-
mander of the vessel, Lisutensot-Commander
McDougall, has been wiged to put to sen by
leading men here, but that be s inflexible
in his purpose 1o remain in porl. The Mot
that he has a vouog wile oshore s given as the
reason of his fixedunesa of purpose in ths oriti-
oal case.

proposed the following questions for the **Con-
cours Bondin®' for 186%:—

men contributed to the construction and deco-
ration of pubille ediflces or of private dwellings,
eithet in Greeee or in Italy, nnd In other pavts
of the ¢miplre, and what was the social and
civil condition ol these artists and workmen,"
The Academy has again given notice of the
gubiects for the “Concours Bondin'' for the
year 1578:—
“To Investignte and demonstrate the degrae
of and Influence which s exércised upon the
fine arts by the means ol natlonality, politics,
morais, religlon, phllosopby and science, 1o
show, In some mensure, who of the most smis-
nent artlsts have been free from this Intluence
or dependent upon 11"

Ing in Other Bouthern States,

Informaetion from Richmond received in this
city to-day represents that General Schofivld’s
order assuming command of Virginia as Mili-
tary Governor gives entire satisfaction. It
was read in the House of Delegates and
referred, aftor considerable debate, to the Com-
mittee on Federal Relations. The Senate was
actively employed in a political discussion on
the Wilson bill,
